CONFERENCE REPORT ON 
CURTIS Rill WITHDRAWN 


Washington, 
April 
4.—The 
Senate last afternoon allowed 
Senator Clapp to withdraw the 
conference report of the Five 
Tribes 
bill for 
repairs after 
spending almost an hour in giv­ 
ing voice to some very serious 
objections to some of the provis­ 
ions that committee had sought 
to get into the 
bill. 
And the 
criticisms were not confined to 
the previsions 
relating to the 
mineral lands. 
Senator Spooner 
did express some dissatisfaction 
with the proposition to continue 
the leasing of them, but he de­ 
voted most of the time of his 
remarks to a criticism of the 
provision to remove the restrict­ 
ion s to the surplus lands of the 
mixed bloods. 
Heretofore the only objection 
has been to the proposal to re­ 
move the restrictions on the lands 
of the full bloods, 
but today 
Senator Spooner expressed the 
view that the lands of even the 
mixed bloods should be subject 
to the same restrictions. 
The 
least that congress ought to do, 
he thought, was to provide that 
none of the lands of the mixed 
bloods should be alienated with­ 
out the approval of the secretary 
of the interior. 
Senator Clapp 
combatted the argument. 
He 
declared that, as a rule, the mixed 
bloods were quite as competent 
to manage their affairs as the 
people of any other community. 
He asserted also, that the contin­ 
uation of the restrictions on the 
lands of th'x mixed bloods would 
operate to retard the development 
of the country. 
Senator Patterson, at whose 
request several days ago, the 
Senate withheld the bill from the 
conferees, spoke in opposition to 
that provision of the bill put in 


by the conferees, requiring that 
applicants for enrollment should 
satisfy the commissioner to the 
tribes with “documentary” evi­ 
dence. 
Mr. Patterson said such 
a provision would work a great 
hardship on many who were 
abundantly able to establish their 
right to enrollment by kicompe 
tent 
evidence, but who lacked 
the documentary proof required 
by this provision of the bill. 8uch 
a section, Mr. Patterson saic, 
would be especially disastrous to 
freedmen. 
After having it made thus 
clear to him that the senate is 
quite dissatisfied with the work 
of the conferees. Mr. Clapp was 
permitted to withdraw the bi ll 
for further consideration. 
The 
conferees will probably get to­ 
gether again today. 
That most 
of the changes which the senate 
desires to have made will be 
brought about by the conferees is 
certain. 
It is especially certain 
that the section relating to the 
coal lands will be so modified 
that there will be no more leases 
until Congree shall have studied 
the whole question.

ward. The vote

ward where Gilliam, democratic

At Chickasha the entire demo­ 
cratic ticket was elected by an 
overwhelming majority.

At Norman the citizens ticket 
landed only two men; democrats 
swept everything with good ma­ 
jorities. 
South McAlester elected two 
republicans and two democratic 
aldermen.

test contect ever held in the city 
owing to a democratic fight in 
local matter*. 
I he election in Muskogee ap 
parentis, from last reports, was 
a victory for the republicans.

Apparently the balance 
of the ticket has gone republican.

From a partisan standpoint the 
election in Oklahoma City was a 
signal triumph for the republi­ 
cans, who elected their candidate 
for city assessor, four of the five 
aldermen and three of the five 
members of the board of educa­ 
tion. The city council as consti 
toted under the new regime will 
consist of nine republicans and 
one democrat, with a republican 
mayor holding over for another 
year.

The civil service laws of Great Britain 
are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob­ 
tain their positions by merit after ex­ 
amination, and retain their places dur­ 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
’he new liberal government in England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
ihe United Kingdom. The vast army of 
derka, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
^he fact that there is a change of ad­ 
ministration. There are a certain num­ 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
tarrying out a liberal and conserva­ 
tive policy; but the mass of officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and so well 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per­ 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
ustifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry, 
It is not to be supposed that the Eng­ 
lish, because of this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos­ 
phere where partisanship has been ban­ 
ished, or that party zeal is not rewarded, 
n addition to thf> 45 leading officials of 
political character, with an annual sal­ 
ary list of $786,000, who step “down and 
out 
with a change of ministry, each 
overnment during its term of life fills 
large number of vacancies caused by 
deaths, resignations, disability and re­ 
moval for incompetence. Naturally the 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
ruie, to members of its own party. Dur­ 
ing the ten years of recent conservative 
rule the conservative party has had the 
appointment of 35 judges in the United 
Kingdom, with a£grigate salaries 
of 
$1,060,000 a year, in addition to an army 
of ^recorders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like. 
Many of the appointees 
were conservatives, but the liberal gov­ 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons. 
... 
The colonial service, with its 23 vice­ 
roys. governors and commissioners, af- 
loids rich patronage, and a ministry is 
always reluctant to give up its power 
and resign unless compelled to do so. be­ 
cause it wishes to protect the political 
officials in office and their personal ap­ 
pointees. who lose office with them; but 
the great army of civil employes are di­ 
vorced from politics and are sate. Inter­ 
est in politics in England is nevertheless 
very acute, and the administration of 
justice and of the several departments 
of the government is quite as efficient as 
our own.

NE of the most interesting 
phases of modern engineer­ 
ing is that dealing with the 
protection of our shores 
from the encroachments of 
the sea. It is a matter of 
common 
knowledge that 
in 
many 
places on the coastline valuable land 
is yearly swallowed by the sea, and 
that the limit of high water mark is 
steadily creeping inland. 
Most people 
also know that there are many other 
places where the reverse of this is 
happening, and the land is actually 
gaining upon the sea. 
It is reserved 
however, to very few', even among en­ 
gineers, to kuow' the methods which 
have been and are being taken, in the 
one case, to counteract these encroach- 


wood. and in some places the teredo 
has extensively attacked them, so that 
in order to combat its ravages it is 
now propcsed to construct them of re­ 
inforced concrete after the design of 
Dr. J. S. Owens. In order to reap the 
utmost benefit from groyning, it seems 
advisable that the groynes should be 
carried out as far as possible beyond 
lowr-vvater level, so as to Intercept to 
the greatest extent the off-shore cur­ 
rents, although every coastline will be 
a law unto itself. 
It is remarkable how* much solid 
matter the sea will carry in suspension 
and how much also it may be made to 
deposit in this manner, though it must

CONFERENCE REPORT ON 


CURTIS BILL WITHDRAWN 


Washington, 
April 
4.— The 


Senate last afternoon 
allowed 


Senator Clapp to withdraw the 
conference report of the Five 
Tribes bill for repairs after 
spending almost an hour in giv- 
ing voice to some very serious 
objections to some of the provis- 
ions that committee had sought 
to get into the bill. And the 
criticisms were not confined to 
the previsions relating to the 
mineral lands. Senator Spooner 
did express some dissatisfaction 
with the proposition to continue 
the leasing of them, but he de- 
voted most of the time of his 
remarks to a criticism of the 
provision to remove the restrict- 
ions to the surplus lands of the 
mixed bloods. 


Heretofore the only objection 


has been to the proposal to re- 
move the restrictions on the lands 
of the full bloods, but 
today 


Senator Spooner expressed the 
view that the lands of even the 
mixed bloods should be subject 
to the same restrictions. The 
least that congress ought to do, 
he thought, was to provide that 
none of the lands of the mixed 
bloods should be alienated with-1 
out the approval of the secretary 
of the interior. Senator Clapp 
combatted the argument. 
He 


declared that, as a rule, the mixed 
bloods were quite as competent 
to manage their affaire as the 
people of any other community- 
He asserted also, that the contin- 
uation of the restrictions on the 
bmds of t^-% mixed bloods would 
operate, to retard the development 
of the country. 


Senator Patterson, at whose 


by the conferees, requiring that 
applicants for enrollment should 
satisfy the commissioner to the 
tribes with "documentary" evi- 
dence. Mr. Patterson said such 
a provision would work a great 
hardship on many who were 
abundantly able to establish their 
right to enrollment by "compe 
tent" evidence, but who lacked 
the documentary proof required 
by this provision of the bill. Such 
a section, Mr. Patterson said, 
would be especially disastrous to 
freednoen. 


After having it made thus 


clear to him that the senates 
quite dissatisfied with the work 
of the conferees. Mr. Clapp was 
permitted to withdraw the bill 
for further consideration. The 
conferees will probably get to- 
gether again today. ..That most 
of the changes which the senate 
desires to have made will be 
brought about by the conferees is 
certain. It is especially certain 
that the section relating to the 
coal lands will be so modified 
that there will be no more leases 
until Congress shall have studied 
the whole question.

ENGLISH CIVIL SERVICE. 


Laws Strictly Enforced—No Kan Ap- 


pointed or Dismissed Cor 


Politics. 


The civil service laws of Great Britain 


are rigidly enforced. Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
anaination, and retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior if competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government In England 
will not disturb a single postmaster in 
the United Kingdom. The vaat army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
-he fact that there Is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain nrtm- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva- 
tive policy; but the mass qf officeholders 
are secure in their positions, and eo well 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per- 
manent force of trained officials that 
the removal of ordinary civil servants 
for political reasons would be left by the 
people generally to be a violent and un- 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry, 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng- 


lish, because ot this admirable system, 
have been elevated into a rarefied atmos- 
phere" where partisanship has been ban- 
ished, or that pai ty zeal is not rewarded.

NE of the most interesting 
phases of modern engineer- 
ing la that dealing with the 
protection of our shores 
from the encroachments of 
the sea. It Is a matter of 


common knowledge that in many 
places on the coastline valuable -land 
is yearly swallowed by the sea, and 
that the limit of high water mark Is 
steadily creeping Inland. Most peopje 
also know that there are many other 
places where the reverse of this Is 
happening, and the land is actually 
gaining upon the sea. It is reserved, 
however, to very few, even among en- 
gineers, to know the methods which 
have been and are being taken, in the 
one case, to counteract these encroach- 
ments, and, in the other, to retain pos- 
session of the accumulated accretions. 


With the exception of a very few 


places where trade and shipping have 
necessitated harbor defensive works, 
the sea has for ages been allowed to 
work Its own will on our coasts, un- 
interrupted to any extent by man, un- 
til within the lost few years. Where 
the sea has given up some land, and 
has receded somewhat, man has been 
bold enough to "reclaim" the gift, but 
the birth of active successful measures 
towards compelling it to cease erosions 
here and to give accretions there be- 
longs only to the last decade of the 
last century. 


Experiments made with the many 


systems advocated at various times 
by different experts have served to 


*^^w»^»wwp^iTWwr 


prove a few general principles which 
seem fairly applicable in the majority 
of cases of erosion. The most obvious 
remedies,to be applied are those of the 


wood, and in some places the teredo 
has extensively attacked them, so that 
in order to combat Its ravages it Is 
now proposed to construct them of re- 
inforced concrete after the design of 
Dr. J. S. Owen's. In ordor to reap the 
utmost benefit from groyning, it seems 
advisable that the groynes should be 
carried out aa far as possible beyond 
low-water level, so as to Intercept to 
the greatest extent the off-shore cur- 
rents, although every coastline will be 
a law unto itself. 


It is remarkable how much solid 


matter the sea will carry in suspension 
and how much also It may be made to 
deposit in this manner, though it must 
be understood that shingle and quite 
large pebbles nre Just aa readily ar- 
rested as is fine sand. Not the least 
advantage due to the use of groynes is 
their action in causing on accumulation 
at the base of sea walls from which 
they run. 


Formerly all groynes were placed 


at right angles to the beach, and the 
Case system has attained to success by 
adhering to this plan; there Is, how- 
ever, a movement now in favor of plac- 
ing them ait an acute angle under cer- 
tain circumstances. It Is beginning to 
be recognized that to secure the best 
advantages, every local condition—the 
direction and play of the shore cur- 
rents, the prevailing winds, the slopes 
of the coast, the rise of the tide, the 
direction of the coast, the nature of 
its constituents, Its position with re-

CONFERENCE REPORT ON 


CURTIS BILL WITHDRAWN 


Washington, 
April 
4. — The 


Senate last afternoon allowed 
Senator Clapp to withdraw the 
conference report of the Five 
Tribes bill for repairs after 
•pending almost an hour in giv- 
ing voice to some very serious 
objections to some of the provis- 
ions that committee had sought 
to get into the bill. And the 
criticisms were not confined to 
the provisions relating to the 
mineral lands. Senator Spooner 
did express some dissatisfaction 
•with .the proposition to continue 
the leasing of them, but he de- 
voted most of the time of his, 
remarks to a criticism of the 
provision to remove the restrict- 
ions to the surplus lands of the 
mixed bloods. 


Heretofore the only objection 


has been to the proposal to re- 
move the restrictions on the lands 
of the full bloods, but today 
Senator Spooner expressed the 
view that the lands of even the 
mixed bloods should be subject 
to the same restrictions. The 
least that congress ought to do, 
he thought, was to provide that 
none of the lands of the mixed 
bloods should be alienated with* 
oat the approval of the secretary 
of the interior. Senator Clapp 
combatted the argument. 
He 


declared that, as a rule, the mixed 
bloods were quite as competent 
to manage their affaire as . the 
people of any other community- 
Be asserted also, that the contin- 
uation of the restrictions on the 
lands of t^^ mixed bloods wonld 
operate, to retard the development 
of the country .

Civil servants ob- 
tain their positions by merit after ex- 
amination, aiid retain their places dur- 
ing good behavior If competent, says the 
Philadelphia Ledger. The incoming of 
the new liberal government In England 
will not disturb a single postmaster In 
the United Kingdom. The vast army of 
clerks, subordinates and under officials 
of all kinds will scarcely be aware of 
.he fact that there is a change of ad- 
ministration. There are a certain nUm- 
ber of higher officials whose posts are 
properly considered political, inasmuch 
as they are intrusted with the duty of 
carrying out a liberal and conserva 
tlve policy; but the mass qf officeholder 
are secure in their positions, and so we! 
fixed is the policy of maintaining a per 
manent force of trained olpcials tha 
the removal of ordinary civil servant 
for political reasons would be left by th 
people generally to be a violent and un 
justifiable act which would react with 
terrible force upon the ministry, 


It is not to be supposed that the Eng 


llsh, because ot this admirable system 
have been elevated into a rarefied attuoi 
phere where partisanship has been ban 
ished, or that pai ty zeal is not rewarded 
in addition to the 45 leading officials o 
a political character, with an annual sal 
ary list ot $786,000, who step "down an 
out" with a change of ministry, each 
government during its term of life 
a large number of vacancies caused bj 
deaths, resignations, disability and re 
moval for incompetence Naturally th 
ministry in power gives the places, as a 
rule, to membeis of its own party Dur 
ing the ten years of recent conservativ 
lule the conservative party has had tfie 
appointment of 35 judges in the Unitec 
Kingdom, with aggregate salaries of 
fcl 060,000 a yeai, in addition to an army 
of recpiders, clerks, minor magistrates 
and the like 
Many of The appointees 


were conservatives, but the liberal gov 
ernment will not touch a man of them 
for political reasons.

aking the Sea Build 


Its Own Prison Walls 


NE of the most interesting 
phases of modern engineer 
ing la that dealing with the 
protection of our shores 
from the encroachments o 
tbe sea. It Is a matter o: 


common, knowledge that in many 
places on the coastline valuable -lam 
Is yearly swallowed by the sea, and 
that the limit of high water mark Is 
steadily creeping inland. Most peopl 
also know that there are many other 
places where the reverse of this Is 
happening, and the land is actually 
gaining upon the sea. It is reserved 
however, to very few, even among en- 
gineers, to know the methods which 
nave been and are being taken, in tbe 
one case, to counteract these encroach 
tnents, and, in the other, to retain pos- 
session of the accumulated accretions 


With the exception of a very few 


places where trade and shipping have 
necessitated harbor defensive works 
the sea has for ages been allowed to 
work its own will on our coasts, un- 
interrupted to any extent by man, tin* 
til within the last few years. Where 
the sea has given up some land, ant 
has receded somewhat, man hns been 
bold enough, to "reclaim" the gift, but 
the birth of active successful measures 
towards compelling it to cease erosions 
here and to give accretions there be- 
longs only to the last decade of the 
last century. 


Experiments made with tbe many 


systems advocated at various times 
by different experts have served to 
prove a few general principles which 
seem fairly applicable in the majority 
of cases of erosion. The most obvious 
remedies,to be applied are those of the 
sea-wall and the dyke, and these have 
been multiplied In all conceivable forms 
and shapes. It was early recognized 
that to oppose a vertical face to the 
progress of the sea was to invite disas- 
ter. 
The water, especially during a 


storm, exerts a most serious scouring 
action at the bottom of such a wall, 
and quickly bares It foundations, after 
which breaches become easy. 


To. minimize scour, aprons have been 


constructed at their bases, consisting 
of stone, brick or cement beds laid 
against the toe of the wall and extend 
ed at a greater or less angle outwards 
towards the sea, and so protecting 
their foundations. The process of trial 
and error has, however, shown that 
vertical walls are unsuited for these 
purposes, and that the greater slope or 
batter than can be given to their face, 
the more successful they are. Prob- 
ably the best form of face that can be 
given is elliptical, as flat as possible, 
arranged so as to minimize all batter- 
Ing action of the waves, and protected 
jy a substantial apron at the toe. Even 
under the most favorable conditions, 
however, scour will in time result, 
and constant attention is required to 
see that expensive denudation at the 
base does not take place. 


Sea walls at their best are, however, 


only a passive agency, and means have 
been, sought to combat more actively 
he ceaseless action of the tides. Up 
:o the present, the greatest success has 
been attained by the use of groynes. 
Observation has shown that the sand 
and shingle of the coast are constantly 
changing their position and are un- 
ceasingly drifting in directions peeu- 
iav to every separate place, A groyne 
s merely an obstruction designed to 
arrest in the best known manner the 
olid matter Washed up or carried In 
iuspenslon by the waves, so that the 
oast may become gradually built up 
nstead 
of denuded. When groynes 


were first built they were of what is 
known as the "high" type, in contra- 
distinction to tbe now much more fav- 
ired "low" type. High groynes, such 
s those of Hastings, usually placed at 
ight angles to the shore line, undoubt- 
dly collect a lot of sand and shingle, 
rat it is only on one side, the other 
ide not only not arresting matter, but 
u most cases being so subject to .scour 
hat there often appears to be as much 
bstracted from Mhe one side as is 
gained to the other. The manifold dis- 
.dvantages of high groynes have led 
o a very general trial of the low, or 
ase, system, of groyning. 
The fundamental principle of this 
ystem is that of constructing the 
groynes 
at a 
slight elevation only 


bove the beach—this being claimed 
o prevent scour on the lee -side—and 
o gradually raise their height as the 
ieach accumulates, so building up a 
new and much raised beach level, 


uch groynes were first tried at Dym- 
hurcli. The sea wall here has the 
uty of protecting Koamney Marsh, 
nd in tbe twenty years prior to 1894 
ow water mark had advanced 320 feet 
andward, and the wall was in a very 
>recarious condition, due to the causes 
ust outlined. Tn that year Mr. Case 
onstrueted his groynes, and bjr 1890 
he had succeeded In raising the shore' 
evel on a frontage of nearly two and 
sue-half 
inches, 
the 
accumulation 


amounting to about one and one-half 
Billion tons, and low-water mark being 
drivea seaward about 400 feet. Such 
results as.these have never been shown 
•y high groyniag, and the success at- 
ending the experiment.th& led 4o the 
doption of the plan at Yougbal (where 
he low-water mark has been driven 
back from 200 feet to 500 feet), at 
Blackpool, Bray, Sheringham, Beeston, 
Mariakerke and Middlekirk (Ostend), 
Deal antf elsewhere. 


It Is evident that one of the chief 


recommendations of the system will be 
ts low cost, since, as the' average 
height of the groynes above beach lev- 
el is not more than two feet, they cafa 
>e made of very light construction, so 
much so that a length of obont,600 feet 
tas been constructed itt a single tide. 
Up till now .they have been built of 


wood, and in some places the teredo 
has extensively attacked them, so that 
in order to combat ita ravages it IB 
now proposed to construct them of re- 
inforced concrete after the design of 
Dr. J. S. Owens. In ordor to reap the 
utmost benefit from groyning, it seems 
advisable that tbe groynes should be 
carried out aa far as possible beyond 
low-water level, so as to intercept to 
the greatest extent the off-shore cur 
rents, although every coastline will be 
a law unto itself. 


It is remarkable bow much solid 


matter the sea will carry in suspension 
and how much also It may be made to 
deposit in this manner, though it must 
be understood that shingle and quite 
large pebbles ore just as readily ar- 
rested as is fine sand. Not the least 
advantage due to tbe use of groynes is 
their action in causing an accumulation 
at the base of sea walls from which 
they run. 


Formerly all groynes were placed 


nt right angles to the beach, and the 
Case system has attained to success by 
adhering to this plan; there Is, how- 
ever, a movement now in favor of plac- 
ing them at an acute angle under cer 
tain circumstances. It Is beginning to 
be recognized that to secure tbe best 
advantages, every local condition—the 
direction and play of the shore cur 
rents, the prevailing winds, the slopes 
of the coast, the rise of the tide, tbe 
direction of the coast, tbe nature of 
its constituents, its position with re- 
gard to neighboring coast and t".-» set 
of the> tides—must be properly taken 
into consideration. 


Excellent 
as low groynes have 


proved to be, they have failed in. cer 
tain places—St. Margaret's Bay, Kent, 
and Glenbeigh, County Kerry, may be 
cited—and it is probable that this is in 
some measure due to an incomplete ap< 
preciation of every factor. 
Anyhow, 


it seems highly probable that given 
favorable 
conditions, 
acute-angle 


groynes may very well be tbe best, and 
in one* Instance, at least—at Lowe- 
stoft, where the low water mark has 
been driven back some 150 feet—they 
have proved to be so. The erection of 
these groynes was due to Lieutenant J. 
O. Williams, R. N., who is consistent 
in advocating the theory that acute- 
angled groynes are generally prefer- 
able to those at right-angles. 


Practically 
speaking, 
Lieutenant 


Williams takes advantage of the Case 
system, of low groynes, but be puts 
them at an acute instead of a right 
angle, and in places throws out spur 
groynes from them. Certainly success 
has attended bis first experiments, but 
an equal or even greater success has 
been accomplished with the Case right- 
angled groynes in other places, leading 
to the belief that there may be a best 
angle, varying from a right angle down 
to a very acute angle, for every coast, 
and that the conclusion reached by 
some experts that there is no advan- 
tage in. departing from the former is 
riot justified by facts. 


It is quite probable th,at the theory, 


advanced by Mr. R. G. Allanson-Wlnn, 
of groynes partly at right angles (from 
low-water level up 
to 
mean-water 


level), and then curving Into tbe land 
n an elliptical curve, would be found 
very advantageous in places, combin- 
ing as it does both the Case and tbe 
Williams methods. 
A "compromise" 


groyne of this description, with pos- 
sibly one or two spur groynes, might 
very well prove exactly -what is want- 
id under easily imagined circum- 
stances, It can, however, be accepted 
:hat low groyning of whatever form 
ias so far proved the best agent (and, 
n most cases, a thoroughly reliable 
one) for inducing accretion, and so 
stopping or retarding corrosion,—Lon- 
don Times.

There is a species of petty larceny 


which hns netted millions of dollars to 
its promoters from business and pro- 
fessional men, political candidates and 
tbe public generally. 


The scheme is worked in connection 


with the public gatherings, balls, pli- 
nlcs, etc., of all sorts of organizations, 
but labor unions specially. 


The organization having tlip ball or 


picnic is approached and n lump sum 
paid for the privilege of printing tbe 
"official" program. Once this permis- 
sion is given, tbe "souvenir" grafter, 
armed with bis credentials, proceeds to 
coax, bully or 
blackmail 
advertise- 


ments for tbe program. It is always 
represented that patronage implies the 
good will of tbe members of tbe par- 
ticular organization in question, while 
non-coinpliance implies proof of hostil- 
ity or unfriendliness which will be re- 
sented. 
It is true that there is occasionally a 


souvenir of this sort presented to the 
public about which there is no deceit. 
Religious, social and some of the labor 
organizations issue souvenir programs 
which are managed by the societies 
themselves, the contributions to which 
go into tbe societies' treasuries, but 
the evil has come from a group of petty 
swindlers who have syndicated this 
business and turned a legitimate source 
of revenue to organization into a per- 
sonal graft game. The Federation of 
Labor has been lighting the "souvenir 
grafter" for year", and after tbe de- 
cided action Just taken no person who 
reads the newspapers will have any 
excuse if 
be 
is cheated by these 


schemers in tbe future.
